You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town 
Hall  in  said  town,  on  Tuesday  the  eighth  day  of 
March  next,  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  elect  a  town  clerk,  one  select- 
man for  a  term  of  three  years,  town  treasurer, 
collector  of  taxes,  three  constables,  highway  agent, 
three  overseers  of  the  poor  and  all  other  town  offi- 
cials for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the  expense  of  the  gen- 
eral government,  for  the  protection  of  persons  and 
property,  for  health  and  sanitation,  for  highways 
and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the  town  poor  and 
all  other  necessary  expenditures  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  selectmen  to  borrow  money  on  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes,  and  to  renew  and  refund  town  notes. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
the  sum  of  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  for  the  obser- 
vance of  Memorial  Day. 
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Article  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  for  the  observance  of  Old  Home 
Day,  and  to  appoint  committees  for  same. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  raise  to  defray  the  expense  of  collecting  garbage 
tor  the  residents  of  Seabrook  Beach,  the  same  being 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will 
take  in  regard  to  oiling  the  town  roads. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  cre- 
mate the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  to  be  voted  for  at 
the  next  annual  meeting. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  provide  a  lock-up  for  the  tempor- 
ary detention  of  offenders  and  to  raise  money  for 
the  same  in  order  to  conform  with  Chapter  378, 
Section  27  of  the  Public  Laws. 

Article  10.  To  see  if 'the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  seed  clams, 
on  petition  of  Jacob  F.  Eaton  and  ten  others. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  additional  for 
labor  of  seeding,  on  petition  of  Jacob  F.  Eaton  and 
ten  others. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  for  lime  to  be 
used  on  fiats  and  expenses,  on  petition  of  Jacob  F. 
Eaton  and  ten  others. 

Article  13.     To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  five 
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hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  for  repairs  on  road  lead- 
ing from  Vv^ashington  Street  to  Hibbards'  dock,  on 
petition  of  Jesse  B.  Marshall  and  ten  others. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
allow  a  discount  on  taxes. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will 
take  in  regard  to  property  deeded  to  town  for  non- 
payment of  taxes. 

Article  16.  To  transact  all  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.
